A comparison of the present financial report with 
the 1947 school report will reveal a difference of 
$123.67. The correction was made by the auditor’s ex- 
amination which showed that $123.67 in supply and 
conveyance accounts had been paid before the close of 
the town books in February, 1946. The correction in 
the repair and insurance account is due to the faci 
that the 1946 balance in this account was omitted in 
the 1947 report. 


During the past year the lower grade room was en- 
larged to better accommodate the large number of pu- 
pils registered in those grades. For the coming year, 
some alterations must. be made to prevent the ice and 
water from collecting around the lower grade en- 
trance. 


The State subsidy to towns for schools is determined 
by the local school tax rate. This rate is found by di- 
viding the school appropriation by the valuation of the 
town. Sinee. the Lucerne Village Corporation ig in- 
cluded in the Dedham valuation the extra subsidy for 
teachers and equalization are lost by: the high valua- 
tion. It would be financially advantageous to the town

if this situation could be adjusted by having the State 
establish a separate valuation for the Village Corpor- 
ation. Such a division will require legislative action. 


The town has been fortunate in retaining the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Farrar and Mrs. Smith. In general the 
pupils are making very satisfactory progress in their 
work.

NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Dedham: 


I herein submit a brief statement of services ren- 
dered the town by the Hancock County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association, for the period of January 1], 
1947 to December 31, 1947. 


During the vear eight visits have been made to 
Dedham at which times, when the schools were open, 
the schools were visited for the purpose of giving class- 
room inspections, checking up on the seven point pupils 
and to give individual inspection to those who were 
absent when the annual inspection was given. We had 
no patients from Dedham to attend the State Division 
of Tuberculosis Control x-ray clinics which they spon- 
sored in April and October at the City Hall, Ellsworth, 
for all patients and their contacts. 


June 17, Dr. John Kazutow, State District Health 
Officer from Machias, was in charge of a school vae- 
cination clinic, at which he vaccinated 22 pupils of the 
erammar and primary schools, assisted by Mrs. But- 
ler, State Field Nurse, and the County Nurse. 


‘The annual physical inspection was given the Ded- 
ham Grammar pupils October 2 and the Dedham Prim- 
ary, October 16. It consisted of the routine weighing 
and measuring, the Snellen’s test for vision, the whis- 
per test for hearing, the inspection of the teeth, throat, 
and for postural defects, the skin for rashes, sores and 
for personal cleanliness as well as for symptoms of in- 
feetious diseases. The results are as follows:

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Last year I called your attention to the fact that 
some adjustment should be made in the valuation of 
the Town of Dedham so that-the Lucerne valuation 
would not curtail state subsidy for education. The 
state school funds are allocated on the basis of the 
school tax rate. The inclusion of the Lucerne valua- 
tron gives a high valuation and a low tax rate, thereby 
eliminating all equalization subsidy. The average val- 
uation of Lucerne Village over a ten year period is 
slightly in excess of 45% of the total valuation of the 
town. To correct the situation a bill has been submit- 
ted to the State Legislature requesting that the valua- 
tion of the town should be cut 45 per cent, when caleu- 
lations are made for the distribution of educational 
funds. This enactment would increase the state sub- 
sidy by approximately five hundred dollars per year. 
Also the town would become eligible for equalization 
subsidy. 

In checking the school registration you will note 
that there are thirty-three pupils in the lower grade 
room. This room is greatly overcrowded. The present 
enrollment indicates that the upper grade room will 
be crowded with thirty or more pupils next year. 
Apparently the school population for Dedham is to 
follow the national trend by increasing very rapidly 
during the next few years. 

At the present time there is a bill before the Leg- 
islature which would allow the state to give towns 
assistance with the construction of school buildings. If 
this legislation is enacted, Dedham would receive sub- 
stantial help in new building construction. With an 
over-crowded and inadequate school, every possible 
effort should be made to hasten the provision of a 
suitable school] building. 
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The school lunches are of great value to the pupils. 
Those parents and teachers who have sponsored this 
program are to be commended for giving their time 
and services for the betterment of the children and 


community.

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NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Dedham: 

I hereby submit a brief report of services rendered 
the town by the Hancock County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the period of January 1, 1947 
to December 31, 1948. 

During the past year eight visits have been made to 
Dedham at which times the two schools were visited 
for the purpose of classroom inspections, checking up 
on the seven point pupils and to give individual inspec- 
tion to those absent when the annual inspection was 
given. The School Nursing and Health Education pro- 
gram continues much as before with matters primarily 
arising out of public education health and nursing ser- 
vice problems. Entering children and those in the third 
and sixth grades should receive routine physical ex- 
aminations by a physician. Some are having this tech- 
nique although many are unable to have it. The nurse 
can only give the inspections and follow up where cor- 
rections are needed. We hope in the future that medi- — 
cal examinations may be given in all schools which will 
give an examination every two years. Bucksport has 
recently organized this work in the schools after 21 
vears of school inspections. 

Dr. John Kazutow, State District Health Officer 
from Machias, vaccinated 43 pupils of Dedham schools 
assisted by the state and county nurses on June 17, 
which was a good step in protecting the children. 

The annual physical inspection was given the Union 
Grammar pupils October 15, and the Primary School, 
October 21. It consisted of the routine weighing and 
measuring, the Snellen’s test for vision, and the whis- 
per test for hearing, the inspection of the teeth, and 
throat, and for postural defects, the skin for rashes 
and sores and for personal cleanliness as well as for 
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symptoms of infectious diseases. 60 heads were examed 
for lice and nits, pediculosis. Two were found to have 
nits, but no lice. The result of the annual inspection is 
as follows:

It is evident that there is a growing concern for 
health, not only among families, communities, and 
states, but throughout the world. In spite of real accom- 
plishments we all recognize that much still remains to 
be done in the Public Health Field. 

Public health nursing is concerned with the total 
health situation of the family. Because Dedham has a 
nurse employed by the Maine Public Health Associa- 
tion to do the school and tuberculosis work your Gener- 
alized Public Health nurses’ part in the total health 
program has consisted of working with expectant moth- 
ers, postpartum patients, infants, and preschool child- 
ren. Health supervision calls have been made. The 
value of early immunization and periodic physical 
examinations has been stressed. Social, nutrition, and 
other health programs have been discussed. In June a 
Well Child Conference sponsored by the Health Com- 
mittee was held. Sixteen children attended. Whooping 
cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox immuniza- 
tions were offered at that time. 

The success of any public health program depends 
upon sound relationships, and public understanding of 
its goals and accomplishments. I want to take this op- 
portunity to thank the Health Committee, and the pub- 
he in general for their cooperation and help in carrying 
on the health program.

The last Legislature enacted the following law: “In de- 

termining the vauation of the town of Dedham for the pur- 
pose of receiving state school funds, there shall be deducted 
from the total valuation the sum of 30% before the valuation 
of said town of Dedham is determined for the purpose of re- 
ceiving state school and educational funds of any descrip- 
tion.” Effective August 6, 1949. 
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The reason for the deduction is that in incorporating Lu- 
cerne Village it was specified that the town of Dedham was 
not to be responsible for highways and education within the 
Village It is logical to assume that a portion of the taxes turn- 
ed back to the Village Corporation are for education. This 
being the case, the property within the boundaries of the Vil- 
lage should not be considered by the State as being direcily 
taxed for the schools of Dedham. The state school funds are 
allocated on the basis of the school tax rate. This rate is de- 
termined by dividing the school appropriation by the state 
valuation of the town. Therefore, the lower the town valuation, 
the higher the school tatx rate The teacher subsidy is allo- 
cated by the state as follows: 


Local School Tax Rate Subsidy Per Teacher 
Below 15 mills $400.00 
15 to 18 mills 490.00 
18 to 21 mills 580.00 
21 to 24 mills 670.00: 
24 to 27 mills 760.00 
27 mills and up 850.00 


The school tax rate for Dedham for 1948 was .01265; for 

1949 .01785. In other words the adjusting of the valuation gave 
the town an additional $90 per teaching position for this year. 
It might be well to note the state subsidy per teacher for the 
towns adjoining Dedham for 1950: 


Orland $850.00 
Bucksport 490.00 
Orrington 850.00 
Dedham 490.00 
Holden $760.00 
Eddington 850.00

Ellsworth 580.00 


I believe the table explains the necessity of the valuation 
adjustment. 

The following table shows the school enrollment during 
the past four years:

These pupils are in our schools and must have the privilege 
of an education. 
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To provide education for the increased school population, 
it is necessary to substantially enlarge the school appropria- 
tion. Perhaps our own situation would be better understood 
if we could see what other towns are doing at the present 
time. 

The January 1950 Bulletin, Maine Schools, lists 42 towns, 
with a state valuation between three and four hundred thous- 
and dollars. The average local school tax rate for these 42 
towns was .02846. The local school tax rate for Dedham was 
.01785 The average local school tax rate for the State as a 
whole was .02549. These statistics indicate that the citizens 
of Dedham are being taxed about 11 mills less for schools than 
towns of similar valuation; and 8 mills less than the State 
average. Again, the statistics show that the average cost per 
pupil for the State of Maine for 1948 was $136.28. The ave ee 
cost for Dedham was $117.87. 

From the above survey, it is evident that Dedham has 
been providing education at a per pupil cost which has been 
in the lowest group. All of these towns raise more money for 
schools than Dedham; 40 of these towns have a higher school 
tax rate than Dedham. To continue our school program with 
competent teachers, it is advisable to increase the local school +: 
tax rate to 21.1 mills.

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Last year it was thought the school would have to be en- 
larged for the extra pupils. The funds appropriated for repairs 
were insufficient to finance the estimated cost of the expan- 
sion The school committee questioned the advisability of ex- 
pending a large amount of money on the present building 
when a new school is so badly needed. At the present time 
both school rooms are drastically overcrowded and there is 
an extra large entering class to enroll in September. 

The town has started a School Building Fund. Now, it is 
necessary for the citizens to make a serious decision. 

a. Should the present inadequate building be enlarged? 

b. Or, should Dedham follow the course of many other 

towns and provide an adequate school with modern 
heat, plumbing, and playground facilities? 

These new facilities are being provided in many commun- 
ities by financing the building acacia ca over a period of ten 
to fifteen years. 

The voters of Dedham must decide as to whether or not 
an investment in equipment for the welfare of their children 
is possible and worthwhile. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
for the fine cooperation received from the school committee, 
parents, teachers, and pupils during the past year.

NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen 
Town of Dedham, Maine 

I herein submit a brief report of Services render- 
ed the town of Dedham by the Hancock County Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association for the period January 
1, 1949 to December 31, 1949. 

The School Nursing and Health Education program 
continues much as previous years, with matters pri- 
marily arising out of public education health and nur- 
sing service problems, and they are many, of which 
time and space does not allow. 

Nine visits have been made to the town during the 
year at which time the schools were visited for ciass- 
room inspection to check up on pupils having the Seven 
Points of Health and to give individual inspection to 
pupils absent at the time the annual inspection was 
given. 

The annual physical inspection was given the 
Dedham and Union and Grammar Schools pupils Octo- 
ber 26th and the primary pupils October 19th and con- 
sisted of the usual routine weighing and measuring, 
the Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test for hear- 
ing, inspection of the teeth, throat, scalp, and for pes- 
tural defects, the skin for rashes and sores, and for 
personal cleanliness, as well as for infectious diseases. 


The result is as follows: 


No. of pupils having defective vision 4 
No: of pupils having defective hearing 0 
No. of pupils having decayed teeth ae 
No. of pupils having permanent decayed teeth 17 
No. of pupils having unclean scalp 1 


No. of pupils who are 20% or more overweight 6 
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Of the (73) pupils inspected (49) were found to 
have remedial defects (24) having Seven Points of 
Health. Since previous inspection there have been 
(10) dental corrections. Decayed teeth is a very seri- 
ous problem in all schools of Hancock County. 

The Vollmer Tuberculosis Patch Test was given 
to (31) pupils of both grades May 11 and when read 
after 48 hours, all pupils had negative reaction. 

The State Division of Tuberculosis Control spon- 
sored two Diagnostic Chest X-ray Clinics during April 
‘and October. This is given to all Hancock County 
patients. Clinics are held at the Ellsworth City Hall. 

Cases reported by the State Department have been 
investigated and school follow up visits made when 
necessary. 


In closing we wish to express our thanks and ap- ~ 


preciation to all the kind citizens who have made this 
work possible.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited 
the general and trust fund accounting records of the 
town of Dedham, Maine, for the year ending February 
28, 1950; we have directly examined records of the 
town clerk affecting accounting procedure and the ad- 
ministration of the town. We did not perform a de- 
tailed audit of all transactions. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted standards, 
and accordingly included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. Prelimi- 
nary reconciliations made prior to destruction or dam- 
age by fire of certain treasurers records facilitated 
tests and procedures that would otherwise appear 
inconsistent to report as actually having been made. 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 
General Fund 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been 
reconciled with. certificate furnished by The Merrill 
Trust Company. Of the total cash on hand, $3,752.62 
was verified to have been presented for deposit on 
March 38, 1950; further cash in the sum-oef $160.19, be- 
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ing the same amount of the treasurers receipts num- 
bered 264 to 269 inclusive issued to conclude settlement 
with the tax collector, but found recorded as trans- 
actions applicable to the municipal year ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1950, together with all other cash receipts 
issued to the date of our examination, was determined 
by actual count and found to have been deposited on 
April 12, 1950. A summary of recorded cash receipts 
and disbursements for the year resulted in an indi- 
cated treasurers coverage of $2.08; total bank clear- 
ance, however, reveals over deposits by the treasurer 
of $1.92 and net underpaid warrants of $.16, however, 
the unintended destruction of checks by fire made it 
impossible to compare the original individual checks 
with invoices and warrants, and the amount involved 
was considered too minor to justify comparison of indi- 
vidual warrants with reproduced bank statements for 
the entire year. This overage is held by the treasurer 
pending claims of underpayment. 


Accounts receivable originating from current 
years transactions were determined by analysis of de- — 
partmental accounts. Receivables of prior years have 
to some extent, been collected through the efforts of the 
municipal officers; it is expected that other minor ac- 
counts will be settled in full and the larger accounts 
further reduced in the coming year, however, a reserve 
for possible loss continues to be maintained. 


The assessment of 1949 taxes has been proved and 
compared with the collectors commitment. A detail of 
collectors records proved an over-remittance of $25.07 
which has been credited to the collector in settlement 
as at the close of the books. All prior years balances, 
in the absence of payments and after consideration by 
the municipal officers have been charged to the un- 
collectible reserve. The reserve for participation with 
the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation represents 
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45% of the outstanding balance of Lucerne-Town taxes 
for the current year; corresponding reserves accord- 
ing to the Charter requirements or by agreement are 
maintained for the tax value in unpaid tax lien mort- 
vages. Copies of excise tax receipts numbered 57 to 152 
inclusive for 1949, and numbered 1 to 95 inclusive for 
1950, have been added and the total found to be in 
agreement with receipts as issued by the treasurer. All 
revenue, being unappropriated, has been credited to 
the surplus of resources. 


Tax liens for 1948 although recently fire damaged, 
were sufficiently intact for examination; costs and in- 
terest have been added to and forms a part of the 
reconciled ledger balance. Foreclosed tax lren mort- 
gages were not available; recorded treasurers trans- 
actions were in reconciliation with the records of the 
selectmen. All tax hen mortgages securing real estate 
assessments within the territorial limits of the Lu- 
cerne-in-Maime Village Corporation for the years 1945 
to 1948 inclusive were being held pending acceptance 
by the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation of a 
release deed and assignment from the town of Dedham. 


Tax acquired property, representing real estate 
acquired solely by the town of Dedham, was reduced 
by the sale of one pareel at its tax value. 


The balance due from trust funds represents ex- 
penditures by the town in 1945 for the perpetual care 
of a cemetery lot, for which the general funds has not 
been reimbursed from invested funds. 


The school building fund, verified by bank certifi- 
cate as being on deposit in the Penobscot Savings 
Bank, was increased during the year by an appropri- 
ation of $250.00, accrued interest of $2.92 and dona- 
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tions with accrual of interest thereon of $130.22. The 
latter amount may create a problem to the town if not 
used for the purpose for which it was donated. Dona- 
tions are not considered to be funds within the mean- 
ing of a capital reserve and the town considered only 
as trustee de facto. The voted appropriations by the 
town further fails to specifically express that a capital 
reserve was created or to express for what purpose it 
was voted other than what the name itself may imply. 
It is suggested that the voted portion of the fund be 
clearly defined by appropriate vote at next annual 
meeting, and that donations be in a separate time 
deposit. 


Accounts payable for the current year were de- 
termined by examination of departmental and other 
transactions; payable for prior years were reduced 
from $3,526.22 to $1,023.86; verification with the treas- - 
urer of the state formed a part of our procedure. Pay- 
ables originating in the current year are due prin- 
cipally to the unpaid treasurers salary which is based. 
on disbursements made and the total could not be 
determined until after the final warrant for the year 
Was issued. 


In the absence of subsidiary records, the obliiga- 
tion for accrued employee funds were determined only 
from direct examination of the treasurer’s transac- 
tions, the duplicate receipts being available. 


During the year the state tax has been settled in 
full; interest accrued on unpaid state taxes of prior 
years was forgiven by the state in accordance with 
Resolves of 1949, Chapter 130. 


The ministerial and school fund continues to be a 
liability of the town, however, interest requirements 
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have been appropriated for and glad credited to 
the support of schools. 


Bonded debt for general re-financing has been re- 
corded as reduced by $1,000.00 in accordance with 
serial retirement, however, the actual bond could not 
be viewed for cancellation. Interest requirements were 
properly met. 


Trust Funds 

Trust fund investments have been reconciled with 
certificates furnished by the depository bank. Trust 
fund balances, consisting of expendable income and 
principal, have been determined by direct examination 
of transactions in each individual trusteeship. It must 
be noted, however, that expendable income in the Al- 
fred Gray Fund yes been overdrawn. This appears to 
have been caused from an over sight that the fund 
owed the town $5.00 for perpetual care expenditures 
in 1945 and also that the vearly income represents 
only 1% of the investment. 


Operating Comments 
We did not make a detailed audit of all trans- 
actions, we did, however, analyze all important ac- 
counts. The overdraft for state aid highway construc- 
tion represents the rights of the town to participate 
in future joint funds and has been reconciled with 
statement rendered by the State Highway Commission. 


Continuing balances in the educational depart- 
ment have been reconciled with report submitted by 
the superintendent of schools. A balance for a me- 
morial plaque has been carried forward pending fur- 
ther action by the voters. 


The only substantial overdrafts occured because 
of the town hall fire and for snow removal; analysis 
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indicated evidence that your municipal officers gave 
careful consideration to the expenditure = of 
appropriations. 


A summary of operations for the year, as recorded 
on Hixhibit EH, reflects a change from a deficit of 
$1,811.08 to a surplus of resources of $1,510.09. Al- 
though this is a very commendable change, considera- 
tion must be given to the fact that this surplus consists 
principally of unpaid. tax accounts since the cash bal- 
ance is substantially encumbered by current liabilities 
and continuing balances.

In reviewing the school program it should be recognized 


that the teachers and pupils are making a determined effort to 
progress with the school work. It is to be appreciated that a 
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school is just as good as its teachers working in cooperation 
with the community. However, it certainly takes a tremendous 
amount of extra effort and imagination to partially accom- 
plish the same scholastic work under inefificient, obsolete, and 
congested surroundings as would be accomplished uzider mod- 
ern healthful conditions. Yet the children of Dedham are ex- 
pected to keep pace w:.th the children of other communities 
who have far better educational housing and equipment. Your 
children are working under a handicap which might well 
reflect upon their health and future success. 


After an inspection of the schoolbuildings in August, 1950 
the State Department of-Education made the following recom- 
mendations “the citizens of Dedham should give careful con- 
sideration to abandoning this old structure for school purposes, 
and constructing to replace it, a completely new schiool plant 
on an adequate site.” As the Superintendent of Schools I feel 
that the Union School is not a suitable place for children to be 
required to attend. The question is: WHEN ARE THE PARENTS 
OF DEDHAM TO UNITE AND COMBINE THEIR EFFORTS » 
TO PROVIDE A RESPECTABLE SCHOOL FOR THEIR 
CHILDREN?

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NURSE’S REPORT 


To The Selectmen 
Town of Dedham, Maine 


I hereby submit a brief report of services render- 
ed the town of Dedham, by the Hancock County Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association, January 1st to Decem- 
ber 31st, 1950. 


During the year eight visits have been made to the 
town, at which times the Dedham Union Primary and 
Grammar Schools were visited for classroom inspec- 
tion to check up on the pupils having the Seven Points 
of Health, and to give individual inspection to pupils 
who were absent when the annual inspection was given. — 


The many phases of the work continues much the 
same as previous years, thus not changing the trend of 
the reports from year to year. 


Two pupils from the town attending the Child 
Pediatrie Clinic, were examined by Dr. Fellows, who 
recommended Tuberculosis tests and were given the 
Vollener Tuberculosis Patch test, but when read after 
48 hours proved to be negative. 


The State Division of Tuberculosis Control spon- 
sored two Diagnostic Chest X-ray Clinics during April 
and October at the City Hall, Ellsworth. These clinies 
are free to all in Hancock County. No one attended 
from Dedham. 


The annual physical inspection was given the Ded- 
ham Primary pupils October 6 and the Grammar Oc- 
tober 16 and consisted of the routine weighing and 
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measuring, the Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper 
test for hearing, inspection of the teeth, throat, and for 
postural defects, the skin for rashes, sores, and for 
personal cleanliness as well as for infectious diseases, 
the result of the inspection as follows: 


No. pupils who have defective vision 2 
No. pupils who have inflamed eyelids 1 
No. pupils who have defective hearing 0) 
No. pupils who have decayed teeth cad 
No. pupils who have permanent teeth decay 14 


No. pupils who have unclean scalp 3 

Of the (55) pupils inspected (35) were found with 
remedial defects, and (20) eligible to qualify for the 
Seven Points of Health. 

Since previous inspections there have been (2) of 
vision and (7) dental corrections. In all schools 
through Hancock County decayed teeth is our greatest 
problem.

to all who have in any way assisted in the work, so as 
to make it possible.

Public Health Nursing Service 
January 1 to December 31, 1950 


Community organization and joint planning for 
health are rapidly expanding. Such joint planning is a 
sound and important step in public health progress. 
Community health education and school health educa- 
tion are both important in this movement. 


Because the territory I cover is large, the nursing 
service that can be given to any one town is limited. 
Following is a summary of some of the accomplish” 
ments for the year 1950. Health supervision calls have 
been made to antepartum and postpartum patients, 
infants, preschool and crippled children. During the 
summer two Well Child Conferences were held. At that 
time 16 infant and preschool children received physical 
examinations. Five completed immunizations for 
whooping cough, diptheria and tetanus. Four were 
vaccinated against smallpox. Two children were re- 
ferred to the Crippled Childrens Clinic, which is held 
in Bangor monthly. 


We have made progress, but there is still much to 
be done. We must continue to emphasize the import- 
ance of early immunizations against whooping cough, 
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diptheria, and tetanus. To help in the promoting of 
health for our community we must continue our com- 
munity and school health education program. I am 
sure that through the joint efforts of your community, 
your -local- Health Council, and your public health 
nurses we can look forward to still greater accomplish- 
ments in our health work. __

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SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


The Selectmen present here, for your study, a 
Report of what has happened in town affairs the past 
year, of how your tax dollars have been used, of what 
has been accomplished. We have tried to make this 
report as complete as possible, and hope it will meet 
with your approval. . 

We have found, in running the town business that 
although assessing 1s somewhat more complicated than 
in the average town, the commitment can be gotten out 
without too much help from professional acountants. 
Also that the commitment can be turned over to the col- 
lector in time to compare favorably with other towns. 
It saves the town money to pay most officers a yearly 
salary — this year the Treasurer alone has saved the 
town over $400. 

The outlook for 1952 is ae except for a lawsuit 
which the Town of Steuben has eatouadl against Ded- 
ham, claiming about $1,300 for support to the Blake 
Barclay family. This is scheduled for the April term 
of court. 

During the past year, the town built a new school 
and while we are fortunate in having a new school there 
is a small group of people who bear ill-will against the 
school and the town officers who had a hand in building 
it. These officers have been threatened with lawsuits 
and injunctions have been subjected to spiteful, mali- 
cious accusations — accusations without the slightest 
truth. This non-cooperation on the part of this small 
group has not made the work of the town officers any 
easier, but they are happy to report they have pulled 
through without too great a difficulty. 


NOTES ON VARIOUS TOWN APPROPRIATIONS 
Roads and Bridges: The usual work was done this year 
regarding gravel fill, road levelling, and installation of 
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culverts where necessary. Due to heavy rains, the ex- 
pense of bridge repair was somewhat higher this year 
Also the increased cost of truck and labor caused an 
over-expenditure of the appropriation. 


State Aid Construction: All money appropriated for 
this account was expended on the Peake’s Hill road. 
About 1700 feet was completed. Mr. Frank Miller states 
that if next year’s appropriation is used on this road, 
it will complete the entire road, except for the applica- 
eation of tar. 

Unimproved Road Fund: The state apportionment was 
$522.31, and this money was expended entirely on the 
Miller road. To improve drainage, ledges had to be 
blown, and about 25 per cent of the cost was spent for 
drilling and dynamite. 


Support of Poor: Due to the increase in the cost of liv- 
ing, it has become necessary to supplement all our town 
people who are receiving old age assistance, ete. It is 
possible that after a study of this account, we may have 
to increase our appropriation for the coming year. ds 
Snow Removal and Sandimg: At the present writing, 
there is no doubt that this account will be overexpend- 
ed. Due to much heavier snows this year than in the 
past, and with the inerease in the costs of plowing and 
labor, it is impossible to predict with any accuracy the 
amount of money that will be expended. Up to Feb- 
ruary 3rd, snow removal and sanding costs were run- 
ning somewhat less than last year. 

Snow Fence: 2000 feet of new snow fence was pur- 
chased this vear, as appropriated. 


Town Dumps: This account still continues to be a pro- 
blem. As voted at a special town meeting, and ag soon 
as possible, the selectmen will investigate the possibili- 
ties of a suitable dump. It is suggested that anyone 
knowing of a possible site for a dump, notify the 
board of selectmen. For all practical purposes, it is 
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the opinion of the selectmen, that there should be three 
dumps located in the town of Dedham, one for the 
west side, one for the east side, and one for Lucerne. 
Town Hall Repairs: After consulting a painter, it was 
determined that the appropriation was insufficient to 
do a good job. The painter advised that due to the 
rough condition of the outside walls of the building, 
that a compiete scraping job be done, as one coat of 
paint would be a waste of money. It is suggested that 
another $100 be raised and added to the current ap- 
propriation. 


The selectmen have called the people to assemble 
for town meeting in the new school auditorium, for the 
good reason that our town hall does not have the room 
to seat all those who desire to attend. Our town meet- 
ings are all-day sessions, and one cannot be comfort- 
able standing up, especially the older folks.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


May 24, 1951 
Board of Selectmen 
Dedham, Maine. 
Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited 
the general and trust fund accounting records of the 
Town of Dedham, Maine, for the year ending February 
28, 1951. We have directly examined such records of 
the town clerk that affect accounting procedures and 
the administration of the town. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and accordingly included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 

Cash on deposit hag been reconciled with certifi- 
cate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. Cash’ 
on hand, totaling $1,947.89 was verified to have been 
promptly deposited. A very minor underpayment of 
warrant No. 3 was,corrected by check No. 534 issued 
after the close of the year, but for the purpose of this 
report the amount has been deleted from both the cash 
balance and from the accounts payable. All cash 
recorded as received and disbursed has been reconciled 
to the date of our examination. There is not included 
in any balance, whatever potential asset may exist by 
reason of five treasurers checks totaling $20.93 issued 
in prior years that had not been presented for bank 
clearance as at May 15, 1951. A list of check numbers 
and amounts has been separately reported. 

The assessment of 1950 taxes has been proved and 
compared with the collectors commitment. Based upon 
our test check: of collectors records and _ other 
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procedures, it was our opinion that verification, by 
correspondence, with individual taxpayers was un- 
warranted. The basic reason for the substantial 
number of supplemental taxes was because certain 
assessments in prior years had been made to persons 
or parties found to be non-existant, or the land of one 
person or party taxed to other than the recorded 
owner. Because the decease of non-resident proprie- 
tors does not always go on public record within the 
county, such circumstances are almost certain to occur 
every year despite all reasonable precautions by the 
assessors, therefore, the reassessments in one year to 
remedy the known accumulation of more than 20 years 
of such circumstances, should not be misleading. It 
should be considered that supplemental assessments 
in the future are a perfectly normal procedure. It 
should be observed that the collectors duty for 1948 
taxes had been completed and that the outstanding 
balances for 1949, considering all circumstances in- 
volved, reflect very satisfactory collection procedure. 

Copies of excise tax receipts numbered 96 to 168 
inclusive for 1950 and numbered 1 to 96 inclusive for 
1951 have been added and the total found to be in 
‘agreement with receipts issued by the treasurer. From 
the gross revenue of $1,434.96 a portion was con- 
sidered subject to apportionment as hereinafter ex- 
plained; the balance of $1,099.59, considered unappro- 
priated, has been lapsed to surplus. To avoid needless 
use of time the apportionment does not differentiate 
strictly between calendar year of excise receipts and 
the municipal year, the eventual effect on the surplus 
account being identical regardless of method. It is 
appreciated that it was desired by the voters that 
excise tax revenue be added to the capital reserve 
fund, but the correlation between the voted authoriza- 
tion and the proposed bond issue for school construc- 
tion appeared to leave no alternative at year end 
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closing but to lapse this revnue to surplus, from which 
it can be appropriated by the voters at the first 
opportunity. 

Tax mortgage liens for 1949 taxes have been 
examined; costs and interest have been added to and 
forms a part of the reconciled ledger balance. It was 
observed that not all property subject to foreclosed 
mortgages is listed as owned by the town, and the 
reason for distinction is not obvious. Verifications in 
the past indicated a willingness to redeem in one ease, 
and in another the belief hag been expressed that all 
obligation has been met; the evidence of payment pre- 
sented illustrates the effect of a late tax commitment. 
All mortgages, for the year 1948 and prior on property 
subject to participation rights, were sold or assigned 
to the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation. This 
transaction also included, without a separate deed, the 
conveyance of the towns interest in the uncollected 
1945 mortgages, compellable without further compen- 
sation under the conditions of a prior sale, that could, 
not be included in a prior deed because the period for 
redemption had not then expired. 

There was a recorded sale of buildings on land 
formerly of Fred York. We have on record that 
unpaid taxes for 1940 and 1941 totaling only $3.12 
were secured by tax mortgages and the sale, during 
the 1945-46 municipal year for $42.50 was considered 
to be the same property. The amount of the tax did not 
indicate buildings. We have not traced title records 
for property that may have been acquired by other 
than the tax mortgage process. 

New accounts receivable have been determined 
from examination of departmental and other accounts. 
The outstanding balances include several miscellane- 
ous items of prior years. The substantial receivable 
from KH. T. Black has been further reduced but a 
reserve for possible loss is being maintained. 
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The item of $5.00 due from trust funds was caused 
by an expenditure from town funds in the year 1945-46 
for the care of the Alfred Gray Cemetery lot without 
reimbursement by withdrawal from the invested 
funds, therefore, the balance in the savings account 
was $5.00 greater than the net amount available for 
future care of the lot. During the year 1949-50 the 
amount on investment had grown to $12.80 greater 
than the principal, but only $7.80 greater than its true 
status. The withdrawal of $10.00 to reimburse the 
town for an equal amount of expenditure in that year, 
was in effect an overdraft despite $2.80 actually re- 
maining on deposit. At the end of the current year 
accrued earnings of 1% had decreased the net overdraft 
to $1.18. It is items of this kind, that if remain un- 
attended to from year to year, and are passed along to 
succeeding administration, that needlessly add to the 
cost of accounting and auditing. 

The investment of school building funds has been 
verified by certificates furnished by the Penobscot 
Savings Bank. The cash in transit was determined to 
have been received by the depository on March 5, 1951. 
This fund combines amounts raised and appropriated 
by the town with donations from private sources 
accepted by vote of the town. 

Accounts payable have been determined from ex- 
amination of departmental and other transactions, but 
include many items carried forward from prior years 
that are unrectified transaction errors. The most sub- 
stantial new item is a claim for complete tax participa- 
tion by the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation. 
This item had not been documented, beyond attorneys 
request for basic data, prior to year end closing, but 
the amount involved was too great to be ignored and 
because of proposal to incur a bonded indebtedness to 
the legal debt limit, the implications of omitting a 
potential item could be important. We have viewed 
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the itemized claim subsequently submitted. In prior 
years, tax participation has been based upon a percent- 
age of the real and personal estates only, but with 
certain omissions. Whatever rights to participation in 
the excise tax as expressed in Chapter 19, Section 45 of 
the 1944 Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended, had 
previously been considered but intentionally deferred 
because the amount involved was not then substantial. 
It is apparent that the number of poll taxes has in- 
creased rapidly in recent years and with it the number 
of post war automotive vehicles subject to excise tax 
at a much greater factory list price. The minimum 
rate has also more than doubled because of legislative 
act. As reported herein, this claim is based upon a list 
of poll and excise tax revenue furnished by the col- 
lector and upon a breakdown of prior years assess- 
ments to the Bangor Hydro-Electric Company, but 
does not include six years of collections. It was con- 
sidered that the written agreement attendent to con- 


veyance of tax acquired property, as evidenced by a, 


deed dated March 14, 1947, included as a condition of 
sale that all prior participation rights or other obliga- 
tions were then terminated. 

The transactions in accrued payroll funds have 
been examined and the liability is believed to be 
correctly recorded. 

The ministerial and school fund continues to be 
used by the town and the annual tax levy for interest 
properly credited to school maintenance. 


The deferred liability is the outstanding balance | 


due for the description data and preparation of the 
supplemental taxes. The lateness of the commitment 
caused the liability to be set up with consideration as 
to the time of cash realization. The description data is 
of value because it is now available for repeated use in 
the future and has removed a major obstacle to just 
and enforceable taxation. 
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The refunding bonded indebtedness has been re- 
duced by $1000.00; the cancelled bond has been viewed. 

Continuing balances originate from appropriation 
accounts as set forth on Exhibit D. The balances for 
town hall repairs, cutting bushes and for the memorial 
plaque should normally lapse to surplus, but are con- 
tinued because of appropriate articles found in the 
warrant for annual town meeting. The balance for 
support of schools is considered obligatory; in other 
school accounts the continuance is in accordance with 
a very commonly accepted custom. An overdraft of 
$269.95 in state aid construction is not lapsed due to 
the right to request that this amount be considered as 
part of the cost of future construction, so that pro- 
portional recovery from future joint funds can be 
made. The overdraft upon the State Highway Depart- 
ment records is $2.82 greater, due to a discount taken 
by the town, that was apparently omitted from 
completion records. 

Trust Funds 

Trust fund resources, in the form of time deposits, 
have been verified by certificates furnished by the 
depository banks. Trust fund balances have been 
reconciled with the transactions in each individual 
_ trusteeship. 

Operating Comments 

We did not make a detailed audit of all depart- 
mental transactions; we did, however, analyze the 
important accounts. We have test checked invoices 
and payrolls in support of warrants issued for ex- 
penditures. A test check has been made with the most 
likely external sources for obligaations not invoiced at 
year end closing. Transactions that involve tax 
participation have been completely reconciled. 

It has been characteristic for many years to 
annually vote a relatively large tax levy for general 
town expense, in contrast to the generally accepted 
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practice of separately voting the anticipated require- 
ments for the more important items that are involved. 
It is difficult, therefore, for the municipal officers to 
interpret the degree of each service desired, hence the 
overdraft of $443.37 in this combined account has 
limited meaning. We have, by journal entry, segre- 
gated the town poor account which clearly should be a 
separate item, one reason being the unpredictable 
requirements and further that it is not a service in 
which all inhabitants share. It should be customary to 
fix and separately raise the salary of town officials and 
to authorize compensation for specific expense items. 
The salaries of the school committee and superin- 
tendent of schools is generally considered to be an 
educational cost, although of necessity rarsed sep- 
arately from the joint state and town funds. 

The overdraft for construction of a new shed was 
analyzed and appeared to be due to absence of building 
specifications and estimate of cost submitted to the 
voters before the tax levy was made. We did not find « 
a construction contract or recorded refunds on unused 
material. 

The combined overdraft for all highway accounts 
appear fairly substantial, but when analyzed, exclus- 
-ive of the limitation of our not being present during 
the performance of work, it was apparent that the 
over-expenditures have a measure of justification. 
That part of the state aid construction account that 
was lapsed represents gravel disallowance for the 
proportional part that was constructed from Special 
Resolve funds transferred to this account; in the town 
road improvement fund account the gravel disallow- 
ance was charged to town roads. In the absence of a 
special appropriation for the local materials which the 
town must furnish to benefit from state allotments 
(not joint funds) it is obvious that the extent of 
repairs on town roads could be very limited without 
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overdraft. The cost of culverts formed a substantial 
part of the expenditures on the Mountainy Pond Road. 
In the absence of a voted appropriation, the expendi- 
tures on the Hatchery Road have been reported sep- 
arately; this cost was apparently for surface treat- 
ment. The snow removal reimbursement was the 
maximum recoverable from the State, and is the net 
eash after deduction of the towns share in snow 
removal on Highway M. 

Recommendations: 
(1) It is recognized that disposition of 
the Lucerne-Town tax liens has reduced 
the future accounting for the complex 
participation, but the number of accounts 
receivable and payable that were ex- 
pected to be settled and the outstanding 
tax mortgages exclusive of Lucerne- 
Town, are more expensive to carry for- 
ward year after year than is generally 
appreciated and should be disposed of. 
(2) It is suggested that all transactions 
with the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Cor- 
poration be in cash, with adequately sup- 
porting invoices a strict condition. The 
procedure of contra-accounting and the 
series of agreements made advisable by 
changing conditions may be clear at the 
time, but are not on the town records to 
the extent advantageous to successors in 
office. | 
(3) Itis recommended that the Trustees 
of the ministerial and school fund act 
during the current year in such a manner 
that could eventually be a saving to the 
taxpayers. 
(4) <A definite date when 1950 taxes are 
due was established, but records of the 
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vote at the 1951 meeting read ‘‘voted that 
taxes be due when presented.’’ It is sug- 
oested that a modification be made in the 
future in any manner that insures that 
interest, added to a tax mortgage lien, 
does not create a reason for protest on 
the grounds that a tax bill was not 
received. 
(5) It hag become a custom in many 
municipalities, based upon time require- 
ments of the past, for the inhabitants to 
expect that the first selectman is to per- 
form a very large percentage of the total 
duty of the boards of selectmen, asses- 
sors and the overseers of the poor. The 
increased time requirements now attend- 
ent to increased services, to state allot- 
ments, to the present uniform system of 
accounting, and to the preparation of the 
annual report is very much greater than 
generally appreciated. Whenever the 
volume does not justify a town manager, 
the obvious solution is in the choice of 
officials so that no one person is the 
‘‘first’’? of more than one board, expand- 
ing the total individual number of mu- 
nicipal officers to five if need be, so that 
no one person will hold more than two 
offices. It is suggested that the newly 
elected recommendation committee make 
a study of a more even division of duty.

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Dedham Town 
Committee as of Feb. 10, 1952, the same to be printed 
in the Town Report of 1952. 

It has been suggested that signs be erected at each 
end of the town reading ‘‘You are now entering the 
Town of Dedham and Lucerne-in-Maine. Speed limit 
45 miles per hour.’’ It was also suggested that a Speed 
Patrol be set up to curb speeding which has caused 
three deaths in Dedham this year. This was to consist 
of a Patrol Officer and a Trial Justice which was to 
operate at no cost to the town. 

Also suggested that the Selectmen contact the 
U. S. Representatives and Senators from Maine and 
ask for the return of the Deed to the Town for that 
portion of the Green Lake Road known as the Fish 
Hatchery Road to the Town of Dedham from Federal 
control so that the Town may control the road with 
emphasis on prohibiting heavy traffic during Spring 
and Fall. 

Also suggested that signboards be erected at 
Junction of Route 175 and the Bald Mt. Road. Also 
suggested that the Town needed a dump besides Green 
Lake Dump badly. Mr. Bennoch offered a site free of 
charge if Selectmen would approve it. 

Taxation was discussed and found inadequate but 
decided it would entail expenses beyond our means to 
investigate. 

Due to lack of cooperation no further actions were 
taken by the committee.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEDHAM 
Public Health Nursing Service 
January 1 to December 31, 1951 

The public health nurse is one member of a team 
that renders health services to families and communi- 
ties. Her work centers on the family and stretches out 
from the home into all parts of the community. She 
serves both as a nurse and a health teacher. In carry- 
ing out her activities, she works closely with the family 
physician and cooperates with other professional 
workers and community eroups. 

Following is a brief summary of the Able health 
nursing service rendered in Dedham during the year 
1951.. Health supervision calls were made to prenatal 
patients, infants, preschool and crippled children. 
During the summer two Child Health Conferences 
were held. At that time seventeen physical examina- 
tions were given, and ten infants and preschool chil- 
dren completed immunizations for whooping cough, 
diphtheria and tetanus. In the fall a town immuniza- 
tion clinic was held. <A total of forty-one adults, 
infants, preschool and school children were immunized 
at that time. We can be justly proud of the immuniza- 
tion program, as this means that a high percentage of 
the children in Dedham have been protected against 
whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox. 

In considering our health program for next year, 
it is hoped that more group activities on a community- 
wide basis can be arranged. One project under con- 
sideration at present is the sodium fluoride treatments 
for the prevention of tooth decay. 

One job which concerns all of us is Civil Defense. 
Our Civil Defense authorities and Red Cross need our 
help and cooperation. Blood donors are needed. In- 
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struction in First Aid is most important. There is a 
job for each and every one of us, and we need to know 
what to do and how to do it. 


There are two cheering signs upon the clouded 
horizon. First, there is a rising concern for health in 
families and communities. This concern, long desired 
by public health nurses, is encouraging. Second, there 
is an increasing appreciation that teamwork is the 
soundest way in which to render health services. Such 
teamwork has been demonstrated by the cooperation 
of your Health Council, town officials and the public 
in general.

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THE NEW SCHOOL 


On the cover of this Report, is a picture of our 
new school building. Excavation for the foundation 
began on June 4, 1951, and the first sill was laid July 
2nd. Fourteen weeks later, on October 8, 1951, the 
school opened for classes. We now have a modern 
school] building, which should serve well for years to 
come. | 


This building is 56 feet wide and 83 feet long, plus 
a stage and boiler room measuring 22 by 40 feet. Its 
present capacity is three classrooms, but more rooms 
can be added when needed. ‘T'wo of the rooms are 
divided by a movable wall, so that they can be quickly 
converted to one large room with the stage at the end. 
There is a large kitchen, with all conveniences, and 


with serving counters opening into the auditorium just 
described. 


The school committee had charge of the construc- 
tion, also purchased all material. Our local men being 
busy elsewhere, the committee was fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of Austin Gatcomb of Hancock as 
foreman. Work progressed very well under his direc- 
tion. At the start, it was planned to complete the 
building for $30,000, but due to extra work not origi- 
nally figured on, and increased prices of materials, the 
total cost came to around $35,000. However, contrac- 
tors stated they would not. be interested in quoting 
anything less than the ‘‘$50,000 to $60,000 bracket,’’ so 
it seems the town got good value for its money. Inci- 
dently, it might be mentioned that another town in our 
county started to build a similar school except for five 
rooms, with an original estimate of $46,000, and before 
it was finished the cost had run over $81,000. 
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So that future generations can compare costs in 
building, carpenters on this job were paid mostly $1.50 
per hour, lumber prices ranged from $65 to $100 per 
thousand board feet.

During the past year the Town of Dedham has 
constructed and equipped a_ three room elementary 
school. The school was designed according to the 
plans provided by the State Department of Hdu- 
cation. With the new school the town is prepared to 
offer its children an adequate educational program un- 
der conditions that are conducive to better living. The 
whole tone of the educational program has improved in 
the new surroundings. The noon lunch program is a 
definite asset to improved health. The Dedham School 
Lunch Program is recognized as one of the outstand- 
ing rural lunch programs in the State. 

With the establishment of better school facilities 
there will be an increasing number of pupils enrolled 
in the grades. It should be noted that the two teachers 
are instructing a student body of more than 70 pupils. 
Hach teacher’s daily schedule is made up so that the 
average class has less than fifteen minutes to recite. 
The following excerpt is taken from a resolution adopt- 
ed by the State Board of Education at its meeting on 
January 18, 1952: 

““The State Board of Education of Maine has the 
privilege and responsibility of shaping policies which 
will become the framework for a constantly improving 
educational program in the public schools. In examin- 
ing this framework today the condition of overcrowded 
classrooms in various communities was cited as a per- 
sistent barrier to efficient and effective teaching. Con- 
vineed that recent and pending increases in student 
enrollments are placing or will place excessive numbers 
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of pupils in many classrooms, the Board voted to re- 
commend that local school officials and citizens imme- 
diately ‘‘come to grips’’ with the problem and endeavor 
to pursue a plan which will insure that no elementary 
child is forced to membership in a class of more than 
25 pupils. 
The goals of the good school of today include not 
only physical, mental, emotional, civic and vocational 
competencies but also a wide range of basic moral and 
social values as guides for living. The children for 
whom the schools are maintained seem to grow in 
terms of personal patterns of heritage, ability, interest, 
aptitude, readiness and environment. Effective teach- 
ing-learning situations must offer a rich variety of 
group activities and, at the same time, provide for in- 
dividual attention as. personalized needs are identified 
by the skilled teacher. This latter phase in the educa- 
tional process is very important and it cannot be 
provided successfully when teachers must deal with 
larger classes.’’ 

The Town of Dedham should have three teachers 
for its school for the coming school year. Under the 
present laws the State will reimburse Dedham 30 per 
cent of all of its school maintenance expenditures. It 
is a relatively simple matter to determine the net cost 
to be paid by the town. The school budget for the com- 
ing year has been prepared to include three teachers.

Vote: Voted that we raise $15.00 for the Civil Defense Pro- 
gram, the money to be handled by the Chief of the Town’s 
Civil Defense Program. 


To see what action the Town will take on the following Art- 
icle: ‘To see if the Town will elect a three (3) member Budget 
and Finance Committee the duties to consist of working out 
a Budget for the year with the Board of Selectmen and to 
oversee all Town expenditures and to see that the Board of 
Selectmen do not expend any monies over and above the 
legal appropriations made by the Town at the Annual March 
Meeting—If appropriated money runs out and the Town is in 
need of further finances said committee shall see that a 
Special Town Meeting is called and that the Town shall then 
vote on any further expenditures. Said Committee to meet 
with Board of Selectmen once each Thirty (30) days in a 
public meeting to discuss finances and Town betterment with 
the Town’s people. Committee to receive no salary but to be 
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reimbursed by Town for any expenses incurred by them in 
the performance of their duties. There shall be no majority 
vote all decisions shall be unanimous.” 


Vote: Voted that we pass over this article. 

To act upon any other business which may legally come before 
this meeting. 

Vote: Voted that we sell the old safe at the Town Hall. 


Voted that we look into the ownership of the Green Lake 
school, and, if title is acquired, it is to be sold through the 
proper channels. 


Voted that we raise a certain amount of money to have a 
street light in front of the school, and the Selectmen take 
the necessary steps to get a light. 


Voted that we raise $100.00 to maintain a dump if one is 
found, in addition to the one already in Town. 


Motion made and seconded that we have the Town Meeting at 
night instead of in the daytime. Voted against this motion. 


‘Voted that we adjourn the meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


It is again town-meeting time, and the Selectmen and other 
officials of the town present this Report for your study, and we 
hope, approval. Last year, the Dedham Town Report won first 
prize in the Maine Municipal Association town report competition 
for towns in the 250 to 500 population class, covering the State 
of Maine. 


The action of the Town of Steuben against Dedham, claiming 
payment from Dedham for pauper assistance they have given the 
Blake Barclay family, is still in the courts. Our contention is that 
the Barclay family is not a liability of Dedham. 


The Lucerne Village Corporation has entered for the April 
term of court, an action which we understand is to determine 
whether Dedham may charge Lucerne for a share of the cost of 
assessing, collecting, etc. in Lucerne. We have not done any dif- 
ferent in this respect than has been done since Lucerne was 
created in 1927, and we feel we are not qualified to analze the 
Lucerne Charter, which in our opinion is very defective. We have 
followed precedent, and it is surprising that now, suddenly after 
a quarter of a century, the Lucerne Overseers state that we have 
- been misappropriating their money. We did agree, and _ be- 
gan participating correctly, on Lucerne’s share of the’ poll tax 
and excise tax, also Bangor Hydro secondary lines, beginning 
with 1951. However, the Lucerne Overseers saw fit to send us a 
bill for over $1700.00 claiming we should — in 1951 — pay back 
to 1947. Why didn’t they enter that claim in 1947? 


The past year has witnessed a shameful episode in the history 
of our town. In 1951 we started to build a new school, which 
the town sorely needed. It was found, after construction progress- 
ed, that all the available town funds, donations, and other sources, 
would not be enough to complete the school. It looked as though 
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the building would have to be left partly completed to the mercy 
of the elements. However, the Community Club of Dedham came 
forward with an offer to assist in the completion of the school, 
on such favorable terms that it would create no burden to the 
town. At a special town meeting in the summer of 1951, 
the people accepted this assistance, WITHOUT ONE DISSENT- 
ING VOTE. The school was completed, and the children of our 
town entered classes in the new building in October of 1951. 


Then, at the annual town meeting last year, a sum was voted 
to be paid the Community Club. But shortly thereafter, a group 
of fourteen voters petitioned the court to stop this payment, and 
to put an injunction on any further payments. They obtained, on 
the basis of a legal technicality that the town had exceeded its 
debt limit, a temporary injunction, which as far as we know is 
still in effect. Also, as far as we know, none of the fourteen have 
shown any indication of retracting their petition, so they must 
feel they are doing a good deed in trying to defeat the payment 
of this just and honorable obligation. May they live in peace 
with their consciences! 


Last year a State Audit was performed at a considerable 
cost to the town, as the result of another petition. We understand 
many people were misled into signing this petition, by a certain 
party who has been trying to discredit the town officials. To save 
the town these foolish expenses in the future, please make sure 
of what you are signing before you sign.

COMMENTS ON APPROPRIATIONS 
Road and Bridges: 


All necessary work on our Town Roads was completed and 
necessary repairs to bridges was made. The overexpenditures 
of this account represents money spent-on the Hatchery Road 
at Green Lake which was deeded to us by the United States Gov- 
ernment this past year. The deed has properly been recorded in 
Elisworth. Due to a misunderstanding with the State Highway

Department some of the money expended on this road was to be 
charged to Unimproved Road Fund but the State would not 
allow that type of repair which represented a cold patch product 
and therefore we had to charge this repair to the Road and Brid- 
ge Account. It was to late in the year for further road repair 
and this left a substantial balance in the Unimproved Road 
Account, which we believe will be carried forward to next year. 


State-Aid Construction: 


The appropriation plus the State subsidy was expended en- 
tirely on the Peakes. Hill Road. This completes the construction 
of this road including the tarring and we now have a very good 
through road at this point. 


Support of Poor: 


Our appropriation for this account must be increased this 
coming year due to the added assistance that has been granted. 


This seems to be the opinion of other towns and cities close by 
as we are told by ,several different overseers that assistance 
grants have increased almost double this past year. 


Snew Removal and Sanding: 


This account shows a large overexpenditure due to the heavy 
storms of Febraury 1952. This expense had to be paid out of this 
years money as the books were closed Feb. 15, 1952. This repre- 
sented about $1800.00 of the entire expenditure which leaves 
a balance of about 1500.00 which represents the complete cost 
of snow removal and sanding for the winter of 1952-53. 


Town Dumps: 


The amounts raised for the Green Lake dump is apparently 
insufficient as we had to transfer the appropriation for another 
dump to this account. This dump is being used by everyone 
outside of Green Lake as well as the residents and due to a 
heavy concentration of garbage and rubbish the owner of the 
land made several requests to keep it well covered. This of 
necessity has cost more money because we do not want to lose 
our privilege of a dump at this point. 
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Mountainy Pond Road: 


Apparently the money raised for the maintenance of this 
road last year was not enough. Although we did not exceed the 
appropriation but by $2.00 the road should have received more 
attention and maintenance. 


New School Appropriation For Repairs And Graveling Yard: 


This account shows an overexpenditure due to the amount 
of gravel that had to be used in order to create a good surface, 
for any future improvements that might be made such as land- 
scaping and hot-topping. The shed housing the oil tank needs 
repair and it is also suggested that the school be given a coat of 
paint this year. 


All other appropriations were expended as shown in your 
Town Report.

In accordance with a petition of 10% of the legally qualified 
voters of the Town of Dedham, the records of the Town of Dedham 
have been audited for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1952. 
This petition complies with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 
116, Revised Statutes of 1944, which reads in part as follows: 


“In case of dissatisfaction with the audit made by 
others than the state department of audit, upon petition 
of 10% of the legally qualified voters of any city, town, 
plantation, or village corporation, the state department of 
audit shall make another audit, and the parties making 
such audits shall have access to all necessary papers, 
books, and records.” 


The examination was made by Auditors S. S. Davis and R. M. 
Parsons in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
that pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
‘basis consistent with governmental reporting, and included all 
procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar as could be 
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ascertained within the scope of the examination, the financial 
transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accom- 
panying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are believed 
to be worthy of your consideration.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
- SERVICE 


‘January 1 through December 31, 1952 


During the past year, as a result of the organization of the 
Eastern Maine Tuberculosis and Health Association and the dis- 
continuation of nursing service of the Hancock County Public 
Health Association, your public health nurse has undertaken the 
planning and execution of a generalized health program in your 
community. Her program, which formerly was limited to maternal 
and child health work, has extended to include the school and 
tuberculosis follow-up. This means that she is now doing a total 
family health service. The family is the axis upon which a com- 
‘munity rotates. To meet the needs of the total community one 
must first meet the needs of its component parts. Thus, by meeting 
the needs of each family, we will be, in reality, meeting the needs 


of the total community. 


Following is a brief summary of the public health nursing 
service that was rendered in Dedham during the year 1952. Health 
supervision calls were made to prenatal and postpartum patients, 
infants, preschool children and crippled dnt abet. In June a Child 
Health Conference was held. At that time physical examinations 


were given and immunizations offered. 
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The nurse has worked with the school administrators in plan- 
ning and assisting with the school health program. During the 
school year several teacher-nurse conferences were held and 
special problems were discussed. In the Fall the audiometer hear- 
ing test was given to children in the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 


grades. Follow-up visits on school children were made. 


In considering the future health program it is of utmost im- 
portance that we continue to stress the value of regular physical 


examinations and the protection against disease early in infancy. 


To carry on any public health program the cooperation and 
assistance of every individual in the community is needed. The 
Health Committee is one of the most helpful tools to the public 
health nurse in her work. Your Health Committee has done much 
to promote the health program. They have recognized health 
needs and found means of solving them. They have worked 
closely with the nurse, and by providing volunteer help they have: 


enabled her to give more service to the community. 


In conclusion, I want to thank the Health Committee and all 
who have given of their time in order to make our health program 


in. Dedham a success.

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After consulting the enrollment report, which shows over 80 
pupils registered, the town of Dedham can appreciate the three 
classrooms which are provided at the new school. The increased 
enrollment has made it necessary to purchase new desks and sup- 


plies. 


Once again I take the opportunity to compliment the Dedham 
people on their sponsorship of a fine school lunch program. It 
must be realized the the Government subsidy of 642c per meal, 
with the surplus foods, represent but a small fraction of the cost 
of the lunch. A major part of the cost of the food, labor, and sup- 
plies must come from the charge of 20c per meal. In general, the 
parents of the Dedham children have made a real effort to meet 
the payments to the lunch program. However, there have been 
many free lunches served. Free lunches when necessary are de- 
fendable, but too many free lunches approach the “dole” system 


which cannot be defended and certainly is not desirable. 


The coming year will require an appropriation to meet the 
costs of operation for a full school year with three teachers and a 
larger number of pupils attending high school. Under the present 
laws the State should reimburse Dedham 30% of its total school 
operational expenditures during the next two years. In 1952, the 
state educational funds to towns were cut 644%. When the State 
fails to meets its financial obligation the loss in money must be 
made up from local taxation. The citizens of the towns should 


contact their legislators to request them to take action to provide 
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sufficient state funds so that it will be possible for the towns to 


receive 100% payment in educational subsidy. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation of 
the cooperation given by the teachers, school committee, and 


citizens of Dedham.

SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


The Town Officials of Dedham present this Report 
for your study, of town affairs the past year. Last year’s 
Report won ‘Superior’ award in the Maine Municipal 
Association town report contest for towns in the 250 to 500 
population class, thus making two years successively that 
the Dedham Repori has won this recognition. 


Regarding the pauper case of the Town of Steuben 
against Dedham, our counsel states the case has resulted 
in “final settlement’, so we assume that case is closed. 
There was no cost to Dedham, except the legal fees of 
our counsel. 


The action of Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation 
against Dedham, based on a claim that Dedham should not 
charge Lucerne for their share of assessing, auditing, etc., 
we understand will be aired out in the April term of court. 


A decision should be coming shortly on the school 
injunction petition, whereby a group of people are trying 
to prevent, by use of a legal technicality, the payment of 
assistance given by the Community Club in completing 
the construction of the new school in 1951. However, it is 
hard to get around an honest obligation, and we trust this 
petition will be thrown out the window, as it deserves to 
be. In the meantime, it is costing the Town money in 
legal fees. 


The Town has ended this year in very good shape, 
with a substantial balance in the treasury. If the estimates 
of the Budget Committee are voted at this town meeting, 
the Tax Rate in 1954 should be very little different from 
last year. 
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COMMENTS ON APPROPRIATIONS 


Roads and Bridges: 


Town roads and bridges were kept in good repair this 
past year. Due to early spring rains however, this account 
could have shown quite an over-expenditure. It is a con- 
dition that no one can foresee and no provision can be 
made for the extra money it costs in the event of flood 
damage. Realizing this the State Highway Officials re- 
quested an account of the flood damage in each town and 
granted approximately a fifty percent subsidy to take care 
of this damage. The Town of Dedham received $364.72. 
Of this amount we allocated $300.00 to our Town roads 
and the balance to the Mountainy Pond Road. This has 
left us an unexpended balance of $170.03. 


State Aid Construction: 


This appropriation together with the State subsidy 
was expended on the Green Lake Road. Because this 
money was spent on a State Aid road we received a twenty 
percent Bonus which added a little over $600.00 to the 
total appropriation. Two bad curves were eliminated 
on this road and although it was too late in the fall to 
tar this new construction we are told by the State that it 
will be tarred in the spring. The cost of tarring will be ab- 
sorbed by the State. 


Support of Poor: 


It is always a problem to know the correct amount of 
money to appropriate for this account. This year it has 
been overexpended approximately $250.00. This is com- 
parable with last year and from conversation with over- 
seers of other towns and cities we believe Dedham is 
fortunate to have so few cases of assistance. We have 
granted assistance to others but these accounts are charge- 
able either to other towns of the State of Maine, for which 
we are reimbursed. 
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Snow Removal and Sanding: 


At this writing there is an outstanding payroll for two 
storms which if paid could very well have shown an over- 
expenditure of this account. Snow removal and sanding 
has been quite costly this winter. However as of the 
close of books Feb. 15, 1954 we have an unexpended 
balance of $370.43. 


Mountainy Pond Road: 


With the added subsidy of $64.72 granted by the 
State for flood control added to our own appropriation of 
$350.00, here we also have an unexpended amount of 
$61.55. Apparently the amount of money we raise seems to 
take care of the Mountainy Pond Road. 


School Repair Appropriation: 


This account was overexpended this year by $147.33. 
More than this amount was needed for repair of damage 
done by vandalism. The walls in the boys room were 
damaged beyond repair and new hardboard had to be in- 
stalled. The school building was painted for $350.00. 


All other appropriations are shown under Selectmen’s 
Report.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEDHAM 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1953 


Your public health nursing service is a community 
service not limited to any particular individual or groups. 
The purposes of the service are to help in the prevention 
and control of disease, and to promote good health at 
home, school, and work. 


Your public health nurse has endeavored to carry on 
this service in Dedham through, home visits, Well Child: 
Conferences, school visits, interviews, and group activities. 


MATERNITY SERVICE:—Several home visits were 
made to prenatal and post-partum patients. 


INFANT AND PRESCHOOL SERVICE:—Health 
supervision calls were made to infants, and preschool 
children. Two Child Health Conferences were held this 
summer. Physical examinations were given, and immuni- 
zations for whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and 
smallpox were offered at that time. 


SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE:—Visits to school in- 
cluded teacher nurse conferences and special health ac- 
tivities. 
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The Health Committee was instrumental in interest- 
ing local organizations to sponsor the school physical ex- 
amination program. The 4th and 8th grade children were 
examined. This is a very important advance, and it is 
hoped that it can be made a regular activity of our school 
health program. The health examination is not only a 
means of appraising the health status of the child, but is 
also an educational experience contributing to the pupils 
understanding of health. 


An increasing emphasis is being placed on the role of 
education in the attainment of better health. It is impor- 
tant that health behaviors and understanding be developed 
during the formative years of childhood. Special mention 
should be made of the excellent work the teachers are 
doing by incorporating health teaching into the total 
school program. 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN’S SERVICE:—Visits were 
made to children for the purpose of securing medical help 
or to assist with those already under care. 


TUBERCULOSIS SERVICE:—Fourteen visits were 
made in behalf of this service. 


Many interviews were made to promote the health 
program. The progress of the public health nursing service 
this year has been most gratifying, and was made possible 
only by the continued interest and support of the Health 
Committee, school personnel, and the people of Dedham.

Notwithstanding the provisions of this paragraph no 
town shall be required to increase the salary of any 
teacher more than $300. in any one school year. Any 
city, town, plantation, or community school district which 
fails to comply with any of these conditions shall have 
deducted from its apportionment a sum equal to that by 
which it is delinquent. 
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The provisions of this act shall become effective July 
1, 1954.” 


The law is self-explanatory and means that Dedham 
must increase the salaries of its teachers to satisfy this 
minimum requirement starting with the school year Sep- 
tember, 1954. 


The school lunches continue to be an important factor 
in the daily program at the school. Certainly a great 
amount of credit is due to those townspeople who give 
their time and promote projects to make the lunches pos- 
sible. It would seem that a brief review of the lunch pro- 
gram and the problems connected with it would be in 
order. Between February 1, 1953 and February 1, 1954 the 
Dedham school lunch served 7055 meals to the children. 
953 of these meals were free. (13.5%). From February 1, 
1953 to June 1, 1953, 3905 meals were served to the 
children, 902 of these were free meals. (23%). Since the 
opening of school in September, 1953 the program has 
operated 3 months with 3150 meals served, 51 of these 
meals have been free. (1.6%). The lunch program is made 
possible by $200. appropriated by the town, contributions 
from community projects, some Government surplus 
foods, a small payment from the child, 594 per meal sub- 
sidy from the Federal Government and donated labor 
from interested citizens. It is estimated that the meal 
served would cost between fifty and seventy-five cents. 


From the above it can be readily seen that the op- 
eration of the lunch program during the spring of 1953 
with the large number of free lunches was an impossible 
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burden which would cause the failure of the program. 
Starting with the fall of 1953 it was necessary to adopt a 
policy for less free lunches. 


The town is fortunate in having three well qualified 
competent teachers, Mrs. Gray, Miss Marsh, and Mr. Clark 
are operating a very fine school.

REPORT ON THE SCHOOL 
HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


This is the fourth year that the Dedham P. T. A. has 
sponsored the Hot Lunch Program, and for the last three 
years Type A lunches have been served, which consist 
of full dinners with milk. There is an average of 305 
meals served per week. These are prepared by our cook, 
Mrs. Celia Wright, who is extremely efficient and well 
liked by all. Girls and boys from the 6th, 7th and 8th 
grades take turns helping Mrs. Wright at lunch time, in 
return for which they may have their lunches free for 
that week if they wish. The meals are served at tables 
set up on the stage, and the children carry their full 
plates to the tables. We are in the process of purchasing 
divided trays to be used by the older children, which we 
feel will prove more efficient. 


This year these hot lunches commenced the first of 
November and we hope to continue them through the 
school term. Last year it became necessary to stop them 
in May because of lack of funds. Surplus foods received 
from the Government have included beef with gravy, 
hamburg, butter, canned tomatoes, dry milk, peanut 
butter, dry pea beans and shortening, which have all help- 
ed tremendously in promoting this project. 


Funds for these hot lunches are derived from a 
supper put on each summer for this purpose, and this 
year from a private supper served, from money paid by 
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pupils and teachers, from money the Town appropriates 
at Town Meeting, and from reimbursement from the State 
of 534 cents per meal. 


We feel that the children are greatly benefited from 
these hot and well-balanced meals, and can study and 
learn more easily as a result.

SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


Here it is time again to present our report for the 
past year. | 

The action of the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corpora- 
tion against Dedham, based on a claim that Dedham should 
not charge Lucerne for their share of assessing, auditing, 
etc., was heard in Superior Court in Ellsworth on Nov. 
9, 1954 and Judge Rudman ruled in favor of the Village 
Corporation in the sum of $3,719.25. Apparently the 
Village Corporation intends to collect this money and it is 
now up to the people of the Town to decide how they 
want to pay this judgment. 


In regard to the matter of the school injunction, 
a hearing was held recently in Ellsworth in an attempt 
by your Town officials to raise the injunction and it is 
hoped that the court will act favorably on this very soon. 


We would like to take this opportunity to mention 
the hurricane damage sustained by the Town last fall. 
As you probably know, most of our damage was to roads 
and bridges and we were very fortunate to escape damage 
to homes and other buildings. In view of the report that 
New England is now in the hurricane belt, and we can 
expect a recurrence of storms like “Carol” and “Edna,” 
we believe the town should take some action to remedy 
some of the obvious weak spots in our road system. 


This year has ended with the Town finances in very 
good condition. If the recommendations of the Budget 
Committee are followed at this Town meeting, the 1955 
tax rate should compare favorably with last year. 
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COMMENTS ON APPROPRIATIONS | 


Roads and Bridges: 


We believe that Town roads and bridges were kept 
in fair condition in view of the amount of money appro- 
priated. The costs of maintaining the roads increased 
this past year due to a boost in the rates paid by the State 
which the Town votes to follow each year. The cost of 
repairing hurricane damage was approximately $3400, of 
which the State has paid their 50% and we have applied 
for Federal Emergency Relief money and hope to receive 
a substantial amount from this source. 


State Aid Construction: 


This appropriation plus the customary twenty per 
cent State subsidy was expended on the Green Lake 
Road. This project was not completed due to the ex- 
pense of blasting the large amount of ledge that was en- 
countered. It is hoped that money will be made avail- 
able to complete this job in 1955, thus eliminating three 
dangerous curves and greatly improving this heavily trav- 
eled road. 


Support of Poor: 


In spite of the increasing number of poor cases, we 
seem to be holding fairly close to our appropriation of 
$1750. We also have several State pauper cases, for 
which we are reimbursed in full by the State of Maine. 


Snow Removal and Sanding: 


As we near the end of a severe winter, this account 
shows a large overdraft, due in part to the increasing de- 
mand for more plowing and sanding. If this trend con- 
tinues, it may be necessary to increase the appropriation 
for this account in the near future. 
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Mountainy Pond Road: 


This road suffered the most damage from last fall’s 
hurricanes but was restored to near-normal condition. We 
feel that some additional work is still required to eliminate 
recurrent washouts and the Budget Committee has recom- 
mended money for such work. 


School Repair Appropriation: 


This appropriation seemed to be adequate this year 
to care for a normal amount of repairs and maintenance. 
Also we were able to add a roof to protect the rear en- 
trance to the building. 


All other appropriations are shown under the Select- 
men’s Report.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1954 


The primary objective of all public health nursing 
is to prevent illness and help each individual enjoy the 
best possible health. Ii is a service for the people, and 
its success is dependent upon the interest and coopera- 
tion of each individual. 


During the past year, health supervision calls have 
been made to expectant mothers, infant and pre-school 
children. In June, a Weil Child Conference was held. 
At that time physical examinations and immunizations 
against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and small- 
pox were offered. : 


Several visits were made to the school to confer with 
the teachers regarding the health of children; and those 
referred showing a possible loss of sight or hearing were 
rechecked by the nurse. The physical examination pro- 
gram, which was sponsored by the Parent Teacher As- 
sociation was completed in November; children in the 
4th and 8th grades were examined. Included in the ex- 
amination was Patch test for tuberculosis. Home visits 
were made to the children who needed further medical 
care. 
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In considering plans for the coming year it is hoped 
that a town immunization clinic can be arranged some- 
time in the near future. 


Many interviews were made during the year to pro- 
mote the health program. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Health Council, the school personnel and all who helped 
to make the health program a success.

REPORT ON THE SCHOOL 
HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


INCOME 


We are continuing to serve a Class A lunch which 
includes a well balanced meal with dessert and % pt. milk 
per child. The prices this year remain the same as last— 
$1.00 per child with reduced rates for families with more 
than three children. A breakdown of the income re- 
ceived from school lunches is as follows: . 


Child pays .20 per day 
State reimbursement .05 per day 
Town appropriation .0312 per child per day 
($400.00 last year) 
Total income .28% per child per day 


EXPENSES 


This twenty-eight and a half cents per child per day 
is spent as follows: 


Cook and Helper .10 per day per child 
Milk .06 per day per child — 
Balance 12%

The balance of twelve and a half cents per child is 
spent for gas, bread, groceries and sundry items needed 
in the school kitchen. 
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SUMMARY 


It will be readily seen from the above breakdown 
that .12% per day, even if spent on food alone is hardly 
adequate to furnish a well balanced meal. Therefore it 
is necessary to make maximum usage of all government 
donated foods. 


The above breakdown is based on a daily average of 
70 pupils participating in the School Lunch Program. All 
figures are approximates and based on the assumption 
that each pupil pays for his lunches promptly. Free 
lunches at the present time average 10 per day. It will 
be noted that the State reimbursement has dropped 34 
of a cent this year. 


GOVERNMENT DONATED COMMODITIES 


Government donated commodities received this year 
include kidney beans, cheese, lima beans, peanut butter, 
butter, dry milk, shortening, grapefruit sections, peaches, 
beef and gravy, tomatoes, pea beans and orange juice. 


PARENT TEACHERS ASSOCIATION 


The Dedham PTA has purchased an additional four 
and a half dozen of the lunch trays which enable the pupils 
of the upper grades to carry their lunches to their desks. 


RECESS MILK 


The State of Maine, in an endeavor to increase the 
amount of milk consumed by school children is reimburs- 
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ing the school lunch programs in the amount of four cents 
per half pint of milk consumed over the amount consumed 
a year ago. Therefore the recess milk has been made 
available at Dedham. This milk costs us seven cents per 
half pint of chocolate and six cents per half pint of plain 
milk. The child pays the difference between the cost and 
the State appropriation — four cents per chocolate and 
three cents per white. No profit is derived from this 
transaction.

SELECTMEN’S LETTER 


Town meeting time has rolled around again and the 
Selectmen and other Town officials present this Report for 
your study and approval. 


1. In the matter of the school injunction case, an en- 
abling act was passed by the Legislature during the 1955 
session to authorize the Town to pay its just, moral and 
equitable obligation to the Community Club for its assist- 
ance in completion of the school. Subsequently the Superior 
Court at Ellsworth lifted the temporary injunction and 
denied a permanent one. Legal fees, interest and other ex- 
penses incurred in fighting this injunction has cost the tax- 
payers of this town approximately $1,400.00. 


2. We are now able to report that the State Highway 
Commission has designated the so-called Hatchery Road, 
from Jellison Brook on, as a State Aid Road. When com- 
pleted this will show a substantial saving to the taxpayers 
and will also be a much better road than the Town would be 
able to provide. 


COMMENTS ON APPROPRIATIONS 


RoapDs AND BRIDGES: 


This year the usual necessary work was completed on 
our town roads, and we would have stayed within our ap- 
propriations but for the fact that it was necessary to make 
extensive repairs, at a late date on Jellison Brook bridge. 


5) 


STATE Am CONSTRUCTION: 


This year we completed the Green Lake road project 
through the expenditure of the appropriation for this ac- 
count. The final tar surface will be applied by the State 
this summer. 


SUPPORT OF Poor: 


We show a balance on this account this year due to a 
slight decrease in poor cases, but due to pending cases we 
feel that this appropriation should not be reduced below last 
year's. 


Snow REMOVAL AND SANDING: 


In three out of the past five years, this account has been 
overdrawn and we feel this justifies a larger appropriation — 
for the ensuing year. 


Town Dump: 


Due to increased use of the Green Lake dump and con- 
sequent increase in expense in covering the area, this ac- 
count is overdrawn and warrants a larger appropriation for 
next year. 


ScHOOL REPAIRS: 


This account shows an unexpended balance after the 
construction of the new septic tank this year. After a recent 
inspection of the school by a representative of the State 
Insurance Dept., it was ruled that the boiler room could 
no longer be used for storage purposes due to the fire hazard, 
so it is proposed to build a small storage room on the rear 
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of the building. The Budget Committee recommends that 
the necessary money be raised for this work. 


All other appropriations were expended as shown in 
your Town Report.

Duing the past summer a concrete septic tank was 
constructed for the school. This septic tank was constructed 
from State plans and should meet all requirements of the 
school for many years. The fuel oil storage tank has been 
purchased from the Webber Oil Company. The fuel oil will 
be obtained from bids, which will mean a lower price per 
gallon. A new supply closet has been built in the teachers’ 
room. The school program has been improved with the pur- 
chase of a new spirit duplicator machine. Approximately 100 
copies of written work may be made from one duplicator 
master stencil. 
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The inspector from the State Insurance Department has 
requested that the boiler room should not be used for the 
storage of supplies. The School Committee is recommending 
that a small food storage room should be constructed adja- 
cent to the boiler room. 


It will be noted that there are eighteen students en- 
rolled in high school. With but four seniors in high school 
and eight in the eighth grade, there is a marked increase in 
the school budget to take care of increased tuition costs and 
additional students. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the citizens, 
School Committee and teachers for their cooperation during 
the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEDHAM 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ~ 
SERVICE 


January 1, through December 31, 19555 


In reviewing the Public Health Nursing Service in Ded- 
ham this past year we find we have continued to make pro- 
gress. The excellent support of your Health Council, and 
interested local groups made this possible. 


During the year home visits were made to expectant 
mothers, infants, and preschool children. Two Well Child 
Conferences were held during the summer. Physical exam- 
inations were given, and immunizations for whooping cough, 
diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox were available at that 
time. 


Visits have been made to the school to confer with 
teachers, and students regarding health problems. In the 
spring a school immunization clinic was held, with a total 
of fifty two children receiving immunization for whooping’ 
cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox. The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis was responsible for chil- 
dren in the first and second grades receiving the vaccinations 
against poliomyelitis. The school physical examinations were 
completed in the fall. Topical sodium fluoride applications 
for the prevention of tooth decay were given to children in 
the age groups recommended. 


Your public health nurse wishes to thank the Health 
Council, the P.T.A., Farm Bureau, and all who worked so 
earnestly to promote the Health program.

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PROGRESS REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 
January 1956 


For the first year, during November 1955, Dedham ele- 
mentary school and 3 year old children have participated in 
a dental decay prevention program of sodium fluoride ap- 
plications and mouth health educational procedures, con- 
ducted by a dental hygienist from the Division of Dental 
Health of the State Department of Health and Welfare. 


There seems to be a growing interest in obtaining and 
maintaining healthy mouths because the children seen by the 
Division of Dental Health during the 1954-1955 school year 
showed a 22 percent increase in dental decay needs cared 
for when contrasted with the children seen in 1951-1952. 


A recent study of 750 children three years after their 
first participation in this type of program, contrasted with an 
equal number from towns that do not have a similiar pro- 
gram, shows that children who received the sodium fluoride 
applications have fewer decayed teeth and a larger pro- 
portion of children have no decay at all.

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BRIEF SUMMARY OF SLASH DISPOSAL LAW 


Slash and brush which result from cutting of forest 
growth must be disposed of, within 50 feet of any public 
highway (this means any road which is maintained with 
public funds). The distance is measured from the edge of 
the pavement closest to the cutting. If it is a dirt road the 
distance is measured from the shoulder nearest the cutting. 


The same applies to railroads, electric power, telegraph, 
telephone, and pipe lines, except the distance in these cases 
is only 25 feet measured from the nearest edge of the right of 
way. 


Slash and brush resulting from cutting must be kept 
back 25 feet from the adjoining owner’s property line and 
100 feet from dwellings if so requested by the respective 
owners. This provision does not apply to the Maine Forestry 
District. 


Slash and brush resulting from the construction and 
maintenance of highways, railroads, electric power, telegraph, 
telephone or pipe lines shall be dispoesd of and not left 
within the rights of way. 


The best way to remove brush is to haul away, chip, or 
burn it, but if burned a permit must first be obtained from 
the town forest fire warden. 


Compliance with the law may be required from either 
the operator of a wood lot (usually the stumpage owner) 
or the landowner. The practice has been to require com- 
pliance of the operator since he is usually in charge of the 
manner of cutting. 


In the case of highway rights of way, compliance is ob- 
tained by working through selectmen or the state highway 
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supervisor, depending on the type of road involved. The 
local supervisor of maintenance is the person contacted for 
compliance in the case of railroads or other utility rights of 
way. 


Violators of any of the above provisions may be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $100, or by imprisonment 
for not more than 30 days, or both.

I hereby submit my first report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools.

We are very fortunate to have Mrs. Gray and Mrs. 
Magoon back as teachers this year. We are equally fort- 
unate to procure the services of Mrs. Mittie Stevens as 
principal and upper grade teacher. I am happy to report 
that all three are doing a splendid job, and we will do 
well if we can retain them. 


The school lunch program is functioning very well 
under the leadership of Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Herrin, 
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and Mrs. Wright prepares excellent meals. Last summer 
a new storage room was constructed for supplies and is 
proving very useful. 


Your budget as outlined shows an increase for in- 
struction which reflects the general trend in all local- 
ities. Conveyance costs include the original payment on 
the bus of $2,000. and the payment next year is $1,300. 
These items are included in the school budget so that 
they may be subsidized 32%2% as are all other school items 
except repairs, which must be kept separately. 


Enrollment in High School next year should increase 
by 5 or 6 and therefore will run approximately $1,800. 
more than last year. 


The High School Conveyance Account has been kept 
separately in the past and shows a balance of $747.67. 
This money, although included in your total school bud- 
get, must be used only for the specific purpose of con- 
veying high school students. 


The Committee and I recommend that you consider 
raising $1000. for repairs this year, as it is always bet- | 
ter. to keep a good building in good shape than to let it 
get ahead of you, and your building should be painted in- 
side this summer. There should also be some money on 
hand for legitimate repairs and upkKeeping as we go along. 


No report would be complete without an expression 
of appreciation to the teachers, the School Committee, 
The Community Club for its generous donations, the stu- 
dents, and to all who contribute to making the school year 
a success.

PROGRESS REPORT ON MOUTH 
HEALTH PROJECT 


During November 1956 the elementary and preschool 
children again participated in a mouth health education 
and dental decay prevention project for which a register- 
ed dental hygienist for the State Department of Health 
and Welfare was engaged. 


The basic principles of mouth care were taught to 
approximately 90 children; 39 received mouth examina- 
tions; and 31 commenced topical applications of sodium 
fluoride solution for decay prevention, nearly all comple- 
ting the full series of 4 applications.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEDHAM 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1956 


One important method of securing and maintaining 
optimum health for a community is through the protect- 
ion of its children. Protection against disease, and re- 
gular physical examinations should begin early in infancy 
and continue throughout life. 


During the past year health supervision calls were 
made to expectant mothers, infants, preschool and school 
children. 


In the spring two Well Child Conferences were held. — 


Physical examinations, and immunizations against whoop- 
ing cough, diptheria, tetanus, and smallpox were offered 
at that time. 


The immunization program this year included for the 
first time polio-myelitis vaccinations, (Salk vaccine), for 
all children from six months to twenty years of age. To 
date 88 children have received two innoculations. 


The school physical examination program, which in- 
cludes the fourth and eighth grades was completed in Oct- 
ober. Included in the examination was the Vollmer patch 
test for tuberculosis. Also, in the fall the audiometer test 
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for hearing was given to all children above the second 
grade level. Topical sodium fluoride applications for the 
prevention of tooth decay was given in the fall to chil- 
dren in the grades recommended. 


Your public health nurse wishes to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Health Council, and all who have help- 
ed to promote the health program in Dedham.

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FIRE SERVICE REPORT 


For the information and guidance of all property 
owners and/or voters in the Town of Dedham the follow- 
ing is made a part of the Annual Report. 


The Town of Dedham has on hand at this time the 
following fire equipment, all contained in a ” ton trailer 
currently licensed and in service; 1-Pacific Portable Fire 
Pumper complete with accessories, 1-55 gal. tank for fil- 
ling back pumps, 3-Indian back pumps, 3-fire shovels, 3- 
fire rakes, 3-Pulaskis (forest fire axes), 600 ft. of 1142” 
linen forestry hose with nozzle, and 1-canvas knapsack 
with capacity for 400 ft. of forestry type hose. 


This equipment is under the direct supervision of 
the Town Forest Fire Warden and the deputy wardens. 
It cannot be loaned to individuals for private use. While 
the equipment is primarily designed for grass, brush, and 
forest fires, it can and will be used for other types of 
fires when, at the discretion of the Forest Fire Warden, 
it would be advantageous to do so. 


Additional funds have been requested this year in 
order to double the amount of hose now on hand, as well 
as, adding some new items of equipment which experience 
indicates are needed. Included in the requested funds is 
money to provide year ’round water holes in those parts 
of the Town where it appears in the best interests of the 
local property owners to do so from a fire protection 
point of view. All voters are urged to support this art- 
icle. 
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The following extracts from current statutes are of 
interest and importance to all property owners in the 
Town: 


SEC 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to 
kindle a fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and 
blueberry lands, except when the ground is covered with 
snow, without obtaining a written permit. Requests for 
permits to burn under provisions of this section may be 
obtained from town fire wardens outside of the limits of 
the Maine Forestry District. 


SEC 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from 
cutting forest growth must be disposed of, when within 
50 ft. of any public highway; when within 25 ft. of the 
nearest edge of a right of way of railroads, electric pow- 
er, telegraph, telephone, and pipe lines; and when with- 
in 100 ft. from dwellings if so requested by the respec- 
tive owners. 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, 
or use explosives without first obtaining a written per- 
mit from the Town Fire Inspector. No person will be is- 
sued a permit under the provisions of this chapter who 
cannot comply with all of the pertinent sections thereof. 
No person will be issued a permit under this chapter 
who is under 21 years of age. Permits will be denied those 
persons who are not citizens of the United States. 


Finally, contrary to some current reports the Lucer- 
ne-in-Maine Fire Department will continue to respond to 
calls for assistance in the Town of Dedham and will do 
so without charge. Expenses resulting from individuals 
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calling out of town fire departments for help will be 
borne by the individual requesting the aid. When as- 
sistance from outside the limits of the Town of Dedham 
is needed competent officials will call for it. Report all 
unauthorized fires and all uncontrolled fires immediately 
to the fire department, DIAL 3-5831.

Attention is called to Chapter 92, Vol. 3, Section 36, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides that every 
taxpayer shall bring in a true list of polls and taxable 
property on April 1, 1958. A taxpayer who fails to do this 
is barred from making application for a reduction of his 
assessment or an abatement of his taxes for this year. 


The following extracts from current statutes are of 
interest and importance to all property owners in the 
Town: 


SEC 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to 
kindle a fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and 
blueberry lands, except when the ground is covered with 
snow, without obtaining a written permit. Requests for 
perm:ts to burn under provisions of this section may be 
obtained from town fire wardens outside of the limits of 
the Maine Forestry District. 


SEC 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from 
cutting forest growth must be disposed of, when within 
50 ft. of any public highway; when within 25 ft. of the 
nearest edge of a right of way of railroads, electric pow- 
er, telegraph, telephone, and pipe lines; and when with- 
in 100 ft. from dwellings is so requested by the respec- 
tive owners. 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, 
or use explosives without first obtaining a written per- 
mit from the Town Fire Inspector. No person will be is: 
sued a permit under the provisions of this chapter who 
cannot comply with all of the pertinent sections thereof. 
No person will be issued a permit under this chapter 
who is under 21 years of age. Permits will be denied 
those persons who are not citizens of the United States.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Dedham 


February 16, 1956 to February 15, 1957 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Dedham has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1957. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded eee cua Se by $2,772 67., per the fol- 


lowing summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,239.36 
Overdrafts 1,467.19 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,772.67 


The unappropriated balance of excise taxes and the 
unexpended town poor account balance were the princi- 
pal factors contributing to the excess of available funds 
over expenditures. Overdrafts were noted in various 
departmental accounts, more particularly in the roads 
and bridges, snow removal and sanding, and interest ac- 
counts. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $7,467.24 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Merrill Trust Company, Ban- 
gor, Maine and vertification of deposits subsequent to 
the year end closing date. 


Other asset accounts included taxes receivable, ac- 
counts receivable, and tax titles were reviewed. Verifi- 
cation was undertaken to determine their correctness and 
unpaid accounts were reconciled with balances shown 
on the records. 


LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable totaling $3,275.18 at the year end 
are represented for the most part by an amount of 
$3,272.19 due the Lucerne-In-Maine Village Corporation. 


At a special town meeting held September 7, 1956, 
the townspeople authorized the purchase of a school 
bus. The purchase price of the bus was $5,725.52, on 
which a down payment of $2,000.00 was made during 
the year. The contract balance of $3,725.52 is payable 
in three equal installments on September 10, 1957, 1958 
and 1959. 


RESERVES 


The participation reserve, representing taxes due the 
Lucerne-In-Maine Villiage Corporation at February 15, 
1957 amounted to $1,760.75. This reserve was computed 
on the basis of 45% of the following uncollected tax, 
tax liens and tax acquired property balances:

The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended 
balance of $4,109.70 at February 15, 1957. This amount 
represents the education account balances and overdrafts 
that are carried forward to the ensuing year. Included in 
the departmental carrying balance is an amount of 
$4,194.30 which should be used for future bus contract 
payments. } 


It was noted that the previous year’s cemetery ac- 
count balance of $956.25 was turned over to the Dedham 
Cemetery Association in accordance with a vote at the 
annual town meeting. | 


SURPLUS 
The deficit of $6,952.84 at the beginning of the year 
changed to an unappropriated surplus of $306.37 at 


February 15, 1957. This change was occasioned principal- 
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ly by transferring to the debt fund the note issued to 
finance the loan payment fo the Dedham Community 
Club, and the excess of available funds over expenditures 
for the current year. The negotiation of a contract for 
the purchase of a school bus, and the authorized trans- 
fer of $2,000.00 for a down payment thereon, were also 
contributing factors. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of fin- 
ancial condition as a separate fund, reflects the outstand- 
ing serial notes and bonds of $10,000.00 and $8,000.00 
respectively. The notes were issued in the current year 
to finance the town’s obligation to the Dedham Com- 
munity Club for its contribution of $10,000.00 previously 
accepted by the town to complete and equip the new 
school at Dedham in 1951. Interest due was voted to be 
paid from surplus. The notes are payable $1,000.00 an- 
nually on June 15, 1957 through 1966 inclusive. 


School construction bonds totaling $2,000.00 matured 
during the year and were paid from funds made available 
at the annual town meeting. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The various trust fund principals totaled $1,549.69 
and the unexpended income amounted to $53.76 at the 
year end. The funds were represented by savings de- 
posits of $453.76 and an amount of $1,149.69 due from 
the general fund. 


The amount due from the general fund represents 
the Ministerial and School Fund which was utilized by 
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the town in prior years. Interest at the rate of 6% 
totaling $68.98 was raised and appropriated for the use 
of the school department. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the town clerk’s records, as per- 
tained to financial operations, revealed that the towns- 
people had authorized appropriations from surplus for 
the initial school bus payment, town poor account and 
interest on the Dedham Community Club loan. 


The internal control and accounting procedures of 
the several departments were reviewed and as a result, 
certain suggestions were submitted directly to the town 
officials for their attention. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


All cash recorded as received and disbursed was re- 
conciled to the date of examination. An analysis was 
made of the treasurer’s receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks supporting expenditures were checked 
for a selected period. Bond coverage was verified and 
listed. 


The time deposits, representing trust funds, were 
verified with the depositories. Notes payable were verifi- 
ed by direct contact with the issuing agency. Canceled 
bonds and coupons, applicable to the period, were on 
file and were inspected. The records of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools were not examined, however, his report 
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;

of receipts, disbursements and closing balances was on 
file and found to be in agreement with the records of 
the selectmen. | 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statement of financial condition and 
supporting information present fairly the financial 
position of the town at February 15, 1957, and the

A small school today does well to retain 100 percent 
of its teachers from year to year and by so doing in- 
creases its efficiency. I am very pleased that Mrs. Ste- 
vens, Mrs. Magoon and Mrs. Gray all returned and thus 
afforded us with such a fine program. 


School Lunch is becoming more and more time con- 
suming and borders on big business. For this reason it 
was felt we should relieve Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Herrin 
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of their voluntary services this year, which they carried 
on so willingly and ably in the past, and engage the ser- 
vices of a full time supervisor. We obtained Mrs. Austin, 
who has supervised the Ellsworth program for three 
years. With her contacts she could save us on large quan- 
tity buying and long-range planning. The program, with 
Mrs. Hall as cook, has functioned very well this year, 
and was financially sound until the untimely THN SO8) of 
several hundred dollars worth of supplies. 


Your budget as planned by the Committee and Sup- 
erintendent shows only a slight increase over last year 
and this is reflected largely in salaries and tuition. No 
great increase is expected in any department. Subsidy 
from the State will be increased somewhat and of course 
we have a balance forward this year instead of an over- 
draft. School lunch money should be raised as a separate 
account, as should equipment and repairs. 


By way of repairs we have recommended an amount 
of $2400. for exterior painting of the building, replacing 
partitions in toilets with metal ones, canopy or roof over 
end exits as well as many other repair items. The equip- 
ment account is to provide for a new fence along the 
road.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
| SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1957 


At this time your Public Health Nurse is reviewing 
the health activities carried on in your town this past 
year. 


Health supervision calls were made to expectant 
mothers, infants, pre-school and school children. 


In the spring, a Well Child Conference was held, at 
which time poliomyelitis vaccination was added to the 
immunizations offered. 


The school health program has been active. Physical 
examinations were given the first, fourth and eighth 
grade children. The Vollmer patch test for tuberculosis 
was included in the examination. The Puretone audio- 
meter hearing test was given the sub-primary children. 
Topical Sodium Fluoride treatments, for the prevention 
of tooth decay, were given to the age groups recom- 
mended. The immunization program this year consisted 
of the vaccination against polimyelitis. It is hoped that 
arrangements can be made in the near future to conduct 
a clinic for protection against whooping cough, diptheria, 
tetanus and smallpox. Mention should be made of the 
splendid work done by Mrs. Magoon’s room in the Shoe 
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Box contest. They are to be congratulated on having re- 
ceived second prize in the contest, which consisted of 
entries from five counties. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to thank the 
Health Council, school personnel and all who have assist- 


ed in promoting the health program in Dedham.

Attention is called to Chapter 92, Vol. 3, Section 36, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides that 
every taxpayer shall bring in a true list of polls and tax- 
able property on April 1, 1958. A taxpayer who fails to 
do this is barred from making application for a reduc- 
tion of his assessment or an abatement of his taxes for 
this year. 

The following extracts from current statutes are of 
interest and importance to all property owners in the 
Town: 

SEC 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to 
Kindle a fire for purpose of clearing land or burning 
logs, stumps, roots, brush, slash, field or dry grass, pas- 
ture and blueberry lands, except when the ground is 
covered with snow, without obtaining a written permit. 
Requests for permits to burn under provisions of this 
section may be obtained from town fire wardens outside 
of the limits of the Maine Forestry District. 

SEC 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from 
cutting forest growth must be disposed of, when within 
090 ft. of any public highway; when within 25 ft. of the 
nearest edge of a right of way of railroads, electric pow- 
er, telegraph, telephone, and pipe lines; and when with- 
in 100 ft. from dwellings is so requested by the res- 
pective owners. 

CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, trans- 
port, or use explosives without first obtaining a written 
permit from the Town Fire Inspector. No person will 
be issued a permit under the provisions of this chapter 
who cannot comply with all of the pertinent sections 
thereof. No person will be issued a permit under this 
chapter who is under 21 years of age. Permits will be 
denied those persons who are not citizens of the United 


States.

COMMENTS 
Town of Dedham 


February 16, 1957 to February 15, 1958 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Dedham has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1958. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditu- 
res. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net un- 
expended balances lapsed amounted to $897.48, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 5381.55 
Overdrafts 4484.07 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 897.48 


The excise tax revenue, the overlay and unexpended 
balances in the snow removal and town poor accounts 
less an overdraft in the town officers’ salaries account 
were the principal factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $6,451.83 was reconciled with 
a statement furnished by the Merchants National Bank, 
Bangor, Maine. 

Other asset accounts were reviewed and reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The general fund liabilities totaled $2,943.36 at 
the close of the year. This amount represented for the 
most part unpaid prior years’ participation due the 
Lucerne-In-Maine Village Corporation. 

The participation reserve, representing taxes due 
the Lucerne-In-Maine Village Corporation at February 
15, 1958, amounted to $2,339.22. The reserve was com- 
puted on the basis of 45% of the following uncollected 
tax, tax lien and tax acquired property balances:

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The appropriation accounts show a net unexpended 
balance of $3,754.00 at February 15, 1958. This amount 
represents the education account balances and overdrafts 
that are carried forward to the ensuing year. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $4,735.93, 
a net increase of $4,429.56 for the year. This was occa- 
sioned principally by the payment of the school bus 
contract and by the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ances lapsed. The reappropriation of the 1956/57 un- 
expended lapsed balances of the town dump and town 
pcor accounts was a contributing factor. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund reflects the outstanding school con- 
struction serial bonds of $6,000.00 which mature 
$2,000.00 annually with interest at 234%. 


The debt fund also reflects the outstanding serial 
notes issued in 1956 to finance the town’s obligation to 
the Dedham Community Club for its contribution of 
$10,000.00 previously accepted by the town to complete 
and equip the new school. The notes are payable $1,000.00 
annually on June 15, 1958 through 1966 inclusive. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund principals totaled $1,549.69 at the 
year end and unexpended income amounted to $64.42. 
With the exception of the Ministerial and School Fund, 
used by the town in prior years, the funds are on deposit 
in savings banks. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The departmental operating accounts showed an in- 
crease of $5,018.48 in funds raised by taxation, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. Larger appropriations 
for education, debt and special assessments and smaller 
highway and general government appropriations were 
the principal factors contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased $355.70 as compared with the 
balances at the start of the year. The decrease was ap- 
plicable to the education account. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the town meeting records re- 
vealed that no appropriation was made for the payment 
of town officers’ salaries although compensation amounts 
were established by the voters. 


The reappropriation of certain prior years lapsed 
balances was authorized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of the treasurer’s cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. The system of internal control was reviewed 
as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. 


External verifications were utilized, on a test basis, 
to determine the correctness of certain recorded assets 
and liabilities. 
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Trust fund transactions were reviewed and the in- 
vestments were verified by bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits 
as well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Canceled notes, bonds and coupons ap- 
plicable to the current period were examined. 


Excise tax collections were compared with the cop- 
ies of the receipts retained by the collector. Education ac- 
count balances were verified with the Superintendent of 
Schools. Bond coverage was reviewed. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying statement of fin- 
ancial condition and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at February 15, 
1958, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.

The school program is functioning well under the teach- 
ing staff of Mr. Ellsmore, Mrs. Magoon and Mrs. Gray, and 
the prescribed course of study is being followed. Our two 
drivers, Mr. Gray and Mr. Alto, are very valuable to the 
operation of a regular and punctual school schedule. Mrs. 
Hall continues to operate the school lunch program, and

Concerning the new school district laws provided under 
the Sinclair Bill, I would report here that a joint meeting 
was held last April.

With the large balance forward plus other anticipated 
incomes it appears that an appropriation of $13,000. will 
suffice for school maintenance. This is, of course, a sub- 
stantial reduction from last year. Then, too, we feel that 
the other accounts (Repairs, Equipment and High School 
Conveyance) can manage with just the balance forward in 
each account. School Lunch account should be incorporated 
this year into the maintenance account since we are able to 
obtain subsidy on it. 


There is one item which should receive every considera- 
tion at this time. That is the purchase of a new bus. It is 
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felt that another year will be about the life of the present 
bus and for that reason we recommend that $2,500. be set 
aside this year with an additional $2,500. to be planned for 
next year. This would almost allow us to purchase a new 
bus outright by the summer of 1960. 


It is also worthy of consideration that a sum be set 
aside for the eventual expansion of the building to include 
two new classrooms. This can be done this year without an 
increase in the total budget as shown below.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1958 


The important aims of any Public Health program 
are the prevention of disease, and the promotion of 
physical, mental and emotional health. The public health 
nurse working with individuals and groups strives to 
bring to the area the latest available knowledge so that 
all may have a more fruitful life. 


In the past year home visits have been made to 
expectant mothers, infants, preschool and school chil- 
dren. When recommended by the family doctor children 
have been referred to the State Crippled Children and 
Pediatric services for further care. 


In the spring two Child Health Conferences were 
held. Physical examinations were given, and immuniza- 
tions against poliomyelitis, whooping cough, diphtheria, 
tetanus, and smallpox vaccinations were available. 


Visits have been made to the school to confer with 
teachers regarding health problems.. Physical examina- 
tions were given the 4th and 8th grade students. Last 
spring a town immunization clinic was held, with a high 
percentage of the children receiving protection against 
whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and smallpox. Sod- 
ium Floride treatments for the prevention of tooth de- 
cay were again offered. 
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I wish to express my thanks to the Health Council, 
teachers, and all those who cooperated to make this last 
year a successful one.
